Randolph and 
various 
companies 
and associations 
with 
which he was connected had re­ 
ceived $50,000 from the sanitary dis­ 
trict of Chicago. 
‘‘It is because of his fear of th? 
knowledge the state’s attorney now 
has, * said Swanson, “that he Is so 
Clem ent in his charges against me 
in his efforts to intimidate me and 
discredit my administration.” 
Tc Produce Investigator 
Alexander Jamie, operating direc­ 
tor of the Secret Six. also was a 
witness before the grand jury and 
was directed to return today, bring­ 
ing the investigator alleged to have 
paid a $100 bribe for the secret rec­ 
ords from the prosecutors office. 
Jamie was understood to have said 
he could produce the investigator, 
although the man was no longer In 
the employ of the Secret Six. 
Jamie was formerly chief of spe­ 
cial agents for the prohibition bu­ 
reau 
here. He

tapping private telephone lines of 
jthe Secret . Six loop office, and dis­ 
cased at the same time that he had 
for months been conducting a secret 
inquiry into alleged underworld con­ 
nections in the prosecutor's force.
